“F irst— Iu Vosges and in Lorraine, 
it m ust be rem em bered, 
our forces, 
w hich had taken the offensive at the 
beginning of th e operations and driven 
th e enemy outside of our frontiers, 
afterw ard un derw ent 
serious checks.

w here th ey 
encountered 
v jry solid defensive works, ou r forces 
w ere obliged to fall back and to re ­ 
form. one p art on Couronne de Nancy 
an d th e oth er on the F ren ch Vosges. 
“T he G erm ans then assum ed the of­ 
fensive, but our troops, after having 
thro w n them back upon their posi­ 
tions, resum ed th e offensive two days 
ago. 
This a tta ck continues to m ake 
progress, 
although slowly.

tion occupied is im m ediately fortified.
